1. The Director of Central Intelligence and the 
Intelligence Advisory Board acting for the National Intelligence 
Authority concur in the provisions of SWNCC 304/1, from an 
intelligence aspect, subject to the following amendments; 

a. Paragraph 7 e, page 16; 

’Black 1 measures. Covert measures apparently 
conducted by forces apparently friendly to the 
enemy . . . " 

b. Paragraph 12, 4th line, page 20; 

Add word "peacetime", before word "agency" . 

c. Paragraph 13, page 25, add new paragraph; 

"_i- Coordination with appropriate SWNCC and JC S 
agencies of policies concerning deception materials 
to be used in psyc hological warfare oper ations i n 
order to insure harmony of obj e ct! ves of psych o- 
logical warfare p lans with ot her plans. " 


2* It is understood that the Commanding General, Army 
Air Forces, has recommended through military channels that the 
membership of the proposed Central Psychological Warfare 
Committee be increased to include an Air Force member. The 
National Intelligence Authority interposes no objection to this 
increase.,
